boards may not use "delinquen* 
cy" roplations to take away 
the exemptions of divinity stu« 
dents and groups of other young 
men shielded from the draft by 
Congress, the 
Supreme Court 


ruled 6 to 3 today. 


At the same time, however, 


the court held that draft rests* 
ters who do not have a congres* 
sional exemption must— in order 
to test tlioir 1-A classifications 
— chance prosecution for draft 
evasion. 


The first ruling, protecting ex- 


empted young men from forced 
induction if draft boards disap- 
prove of their behavior, was 
given in the case of James J. 
Oestereich, a ministerial stu- 
dent at Andoper-Newton Theo- 
logical School, Newton Center, 
Mass. 


Oestereich, 
of 
Cheyenne, 


Wyo., 
was one of 357 people who 


returned their draft cards to the 
Justice Department in a protest 
Oct. 1G, 1967, against U.S. war 
action in Vietnam. 


Three weeks later he was de- 


clared a delinquent, stripped of 
his IV-D theological exemption 
and put into 1-A. 


The court, in a decision deliv- 


ered 
by Justice 
William O. 


Douglas, declared that Congress 
had 
made 
divinity 
students 


draft exempt and that Oester- 
eich was entitled to a chance to 
contest his reclassification in 
court. 


That is, the court said, he did 


not have to refuse the draft, 
chancing a jail term, to get a 
ruling. 


Besides, Douglas said, exempt 


young men cannot be declared 
delinquent arid pushed up to the 
1-A slot for activity that has 
nothing to do with the function- 
ing of the Selective Service 
system. 


Draft boards, he said, cannot 


make themselves "free wheel- 
ing agencies meting out their 
brand of justice in a vindictive 
manner." 


In the Oestereich situstion, 


Douglas said, "We deal with 
conduct of a local board that is 
basically lawless."

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Presi- 


dent-elect Nixon's first after- 
victory meeting with Republi- 
can congressional leaders today 
apparently will focus more on 
problems of his outnumbered 
party in the Senate and House 
than on national policy. 


Nixon is flying to Washington 


meet with 12 top-ranking GOP 
members 
of 
Congress, then 


driving to Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center for his 
third 


postelection reunion with for- 
mer President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower before returning to New 
York. 


Aides said Nixon could hardly 


talk seriously about the policies 
and programs his administra- 
tion will pusli since task forces 
studying major problem areas 
— and recommending programs 
for the future— have yet to re- 
port to him. 


The President-elect will begin 


receiving 
thses 
reports this 


week. 


While in the capital, Nixon 


also will announce he is retain- 
ing 73-year-old J. Edgar Hoover 
as director of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation. By feder- 
al law, Hoover would have been 
forced to retire in 1964 at age 70 
except for an exemption grant- 
ed Itim by President Johnson. 
Nixon will continue to honor the 
exemption. 


It was not certain, however, 


that Hoover would remain at 
the helm of the FBI throughout 
the new president's term. Some 
sources said he was considering 
retirement 
in 
the 
next few 


years. 


The Nixon meeting with Re- 


publican leaders of Congress 
was a bit unusual in that one 
outsider 
was included among 


the conferees— Ray Bliss, chair- 
man of the GOP National Com- 
mittee. 


Once in office, presidents nor- 


mally do not invite their party 
chairman tosuchsessions. 


But at this preinaugural meet- 


ing it was apparent that Nixon 
and those 
meeting with liirn 


would have to give particular 
attention to partisan strategy in 
tine corning congressional ses- 
sion, where Democrats will out- 
number 
Republicans 
in both 


houses. 


On Sunday, Nixon and daugh- 


ter Julie attended morning serv- 
ices at the Marble Collegiate 
Church and heard a prayer by 
the minister, the Rev. Dr. Nor- 
man Vincent Peale, for Johnson 
and the president-elect.

dent-elect Nixon, here to confer 
with Republican congressional 
chiefs, announced today that J. 
Edgar Hoover has agreed to 
continue as FBI director and 
Richard Helms will remain on 
the job as director of the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency. 


Shortly after Nixon'"s arrival 


here from New York for a visit 
of several hours, press spokes- 
man 
Ronald 
L. Ziegler told 


newsmen Nixon had talked se- 
cretly and face to face with both 
Hoover and Helms in New York 
and had asked them to retain 
their posts. He said they had 
agreed to do so. 


The two men apparently will 


stay on their jobs indefinitely. 


It described Rodriguez Perez

Electoral 
College to 
Vote Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In the 


only presidential election that 
officially counts, the Electoral 
College votes today to make 
Richard M. Nixon the nation's 
37th president, 


Although 
Nixon 
defeated 


Democrat Hubert H. Humphrey 
by nearly half a million votes in 
the November general election, 
under the Constitution the presi* 
dent isn't officially selected un- 
til the members of the Electoral 
College meet in their respective 
state capitals and cast their 
votes. 


The ballots are then mailed to 


Washington where Congress will 
meet in joint session Jan. 6 to 
count the vote and declare a 
winner. 


The 538 electors from the 50 


states and the District of Co- 
lumbia are free agents under 
the Constitution to vote for any- 
one they please, but the custom 
is to follow the lead of the popu- 
lar vote in their own state. 


With only a few exceptions 


this is the case this year. 


Dr. Lloyd W. Bailey of Rocky 


Moutn, N.C., said his vote would 
RO 
to 
third-party 
candidate 


George C. Wallace , rather than 
for Nixon, who carried the state. 


Former Michigan Democratic 


State Chairman Zolton Ferency 
said he would not cast a vote in 
his state, which went for Hum- 
phrey. Ferency indicated some- 
one would fill his place and cast 
a vote for the vice president. 


In the District of Columbia 


and 17 states local laws require 
the electors to follow the popu- 
lar will, although in Just three 
- Florida, 
New Mexico and 


Oklahoma-are there penalties 


for voting independently, 


Assuming Nixon gets all the 


electoral Votes of the 32 states 
he won, his total is 302 electoral 
votes, He needed 270 to win, 
Humphrey won 13 states plus 
the District of Columbia, which 
totals 191 electoral votes, while 
Wallace's victory in five states 
gives him 45. 


There have been only two re- 


cent incidents before this year 
when electors went their own 
way— in 1948 when a Tennessee 
elector voted for Dixiecrat can- 
didate Strom Thurmond rather 
than Harry S. Truman, and 1960 
when an Oklahoman cast his 
electoral ballot for the late Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd of Virginia, In- 
stead of Nixon. 


The closeness of the Novem- 


ber voting, which threatened to 
throw 
the 
election into 
the 


House of Representatives for 
the first time in 144 years, has 
set off demands for electoral re- 
form. 


Under the Constitution now, if 


no candidate gets the required 
majority in the Electoral Col- 
lege, then the House picks the 
president on the basis of one 
vote for each state's delegation. 


This last happened in 1824 


when the Electoral C o l l e g e 
could not select a president 
from 
among John Quincy Ad- 


ams, Andrew Jackson, William 
Crawford and Henry Clay. The 
House choose Adams although 
Jackson led in both the popular 
and electoral vote. 


Proposed reforms include a 


direct national jwpular election 
and a plan which would involve 
splitting each state's electoral 
vote according to the proportion 
of votes cast for thepresidential 
candidates. 


Congress is expected to hold 


hearings on the various propos- 
als in the session starting in 
January.

Dorothy Whitney Straight Elm* 
hirst, 81, a founder of The New 
Republic magazine and various 
educational projects, died Satur- 
day at Darlington Mil In De- 
von. 


The daughter of William C. 


Whitney, 
American 
financier 


and President Grovef Cleve* 
land's secretary of the Navy, 
Mrs. Elm hirst spent her life 
campaigning for social and edu- 
cational "adventure through un- 
ity, not uniformity." 


The death of her father In 1904 


left the beautiful, young Miss 
Whitney wealthy and she be- 
came a leading figure In New 
York society, But she also led 
marches for women's suffrage, 
campaigned 
for 
community 


homes for working girls, was 
elected president of the New 
York Junior League and later 
the first president of the Nation- 
al Junior Leagues, supported 
countless charities and organ- 
ized the feeding of 3.5 million 
starving European children aft- 
er World War I. 


In 1911 she married Willard 


Straight, a banker. 


Influenced by Herbert Croly's

Promise of American 


Life," the Straights founded The 
New Republic. Straight enlisted 
in World War I and died in 
France in 1918, but his widow 
retained family ownership until 
1954. Their son Michael was for 
many years editor of the maga- 
zine.

Jess Willard, 
Boxing Champ, 
Succumbs 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - Jess 


Willard, the giant boxer who 
was The Great White Hope of 
those who wanted the world's 
heavyweight 
title 
taken from 


Negro champion Jack Johnson, 
is dead at 86. 


Willard won the crown in one 


of history's greatest fights, now 
fictionalized in the Broadway 
play, The Great White Hope. 


The 230-pound Willard lost his 


title four years later to Jack 
Dempsey. It was 45 years after 
that 
before 
boxing experts, 


studying 
films, acknowledged 


Willard's greatness. 


He died Sunday in Pacoima 


Memorial Lutheran Hospital of 
a cerebral hemorrhage follow- 
ing treatment for a heart at- 
tack. His wife Hattie was by his 
side. 


In 1911, at the age of 30, Wil- 


lard 
began 
a boxing career 


from which he retired 12 years 
later. 


Johnson was champion when 


Willard became a boxer, in Wil- 
lard's words, because "every- 
one was looking for what they 
willed a white hope." 


On a hot day in 1915 in Ha- 


vana, 
Cuba, Willard knocked 


out the 2Q3/2 -pound Johnson in 
the 26th round of a scheduled 
•in-round match. 


Controversy 
over the fight 


started five years later when 
Joluison, broke and living in 
Paris, sold a magazine article 
in which he claimed he took a 
dive in Havana. 


Willard denied it. He said he 


beat Johnson "fair and square 
and knocked him out with a 
right bind punch." 


When 
he lost the title to 


Dempsey in 1919 more contro- 
versy ensued. Again it was a 
broiling hot day—July 4 in Tole- 
do, Ohio. 


Willard, who had never been 


knocked off his feet, was floored 
by Dempsey seven times in the 
first round. By the fourth round, 
Willard, with a broken jaw arid 
cheek bones, one eye closed, 
was unable to get off his stool. 


Films showed that Dempsey 


stood over the fallen Willard 
and hit Mm before he could get 
to Ills feet. 


"I'd say," commented Wil- 


lard, "the referee didn't exactly 
give me the best of it." 


All his life, Willard contended 


that Dernpsey's gloves—or at 
least the left one which did all 
the damage—contained some- 
thing more than the usual pad- 
ding. 


He blamed Dempsey's man- 


ager, 
the late Jack Kearns. 


Kearns joked off UK accusation, 
telling The Associated Press: 
"Naw, I didn't use plaster of 
Paris on the bandages. It was 
cement." 


Tlte Willards had two sons, 


Jess Jr. and Alan, who live with 
their families In the metropoli- 
tan Los Angeles area.

Minneapolis and a teacher at 
Macalester College of St. Paul 
in 1943 and 1944, has accepted a 
joint professorship at;,,the two 
schools. 


The vice president said at a 


gathering in Macalester's fine 
arts center that after 25 years in 
politics he has some things he 
wants to say and the job in his 
home state should provide a 
very good atmosphere for both 
teaching and learning. 


The crowd of over 600, about 


half of them students, applaud- 
ed enthusiastically after Hum- 
phrey said he would accept the 
teaching 
offer. 
"Word must 


have spread that I'm a soft 
grader," Humphrey responded. 


The courses which Humphrey 


will teach after his duties as 
vice president end Jan. 20 have 
not been outlined in detail, but 
there .are indications., he._. will.n 
give some regular 'lectures' and' 
hold some seminars. 


Humphrey also said he hoped

cause, even if the tnymus is 
enlarged out of all normal 
proportion, it will not exert 
undue pressure on the wind- 
pipe.

This 
gland performs a useful pur- 
pose in helping a child to 
develop an immunity to vari- 
ous infections and no effort 
should be made by the use 
of irradiation to shrink it 
prematurely.

Of- 
ficials said a threat was made 
Thursday night to burn the uni- 
versity unless students were 
given more say about university 
policy, Two other arson threats 
have been received by universi- 
ty personnel. 


At San Mateo, the two-year 


school was ordered reopened to- 
day following a rampage Friday 
by about 150 students, mostly 
Negroes. 


A sizable police force has 


been given instructions to bar 
from the campus anyone with- 
out proper identification. De- 
claring that "a firm stand must 
be taken," college President 
Robert L, Ewlgleben said the 
school would be "an armed 
camp."

Supreme Court today took on a 
major thrust at capital punish- 
ment—a plea that it limit the 
freedom of juries to sentence 
people to death. 


The test case, from Arkansas, 


questions the constitutionality of 
allowing juries—without some 
guidance from trial judges—to 
impose 
the death penalty at 


their own discretion. 


The same case also poses a 


second 
major 
challenge—the 


question of allowing juries to de- 
termine guilt and punishment at 
the same tirbe; 


The appeal was brought by 


the NAACP Legal Defense and 
Educational Fund for an Arkan- 
sas Negro facing execution for 
the rape of a white woman. 


Without taking on the direct 


issue of whether the death pen- 
alty itself Is constitutional, the 
court has been receptive recent- - 
ly to sideswipes at capital pun- 
ishment. 
.?' 


Indeed, last term it ruled that 


opponents of capital punishment 
cannot automatically be kept off 
juries that have the pqwer to 
sentence a man to death. 


Earlier this term, the court 


agreed to hear an attack on use 
of the death penalty for nonfatal 
store robberies. 


In the Arkansas case, William 


L. Maxwell, 28, stands convicted 
of the rape of a 35-year-old un- 
married white woman in Hot 
Springs. He was sentenced to 
death in 1962 in Garland County 
Circuit Court. 


The NAACP fund also sought 


Supreme Court consideration of 
the thesis that the death penalty 
is Imposed disproportionately on

white women were their vic- 
tims.

SAIGON (AP) - 
Edwin W. 


Rosenberg refused to believe 
the doctors who told him 23 
years ago he would die of can- 
cer. Today, a rear admiral, he 
commands the 7th Fleet Am- 
phibious Force in Vietnam. 


A 1942 Annapolis graduate, 


Rosenberg was invalided out of 
the Navy in 1945 when doctors 
found cancer after his return 
from World War II duty as a 
navigator on an aircraft carri- 
er. 


Between 1946 and 1950 he sur- 


vived four bouts with cancer 
even after doctors who found a 
growth in his kidney told him, 
"You've got two weeks to live." 
" Let's get started with the X- 


ray treatment," he told doctors 
at Chelsea Navy hospital in Bos- 
ton. The Xrays worked and the 
cancer was burned out. 


His life saved, Rosenberg set 


about saving his career. Twice 
he convinced the Navy retire- 
ment board lie was cured. How-^ 
ever, 
each time the "doctor's"" 


found another cancer, in the 
groin for the second time and in 
the neck. 


But Rosenberg, wlio from Ms 


boyliood in Sarpy County, Neb., 
tod wanted to be a naval offi- 
cer, did not give up. He contin- 
ued with the X-ray treatments 
and kept fighting to get back 
into uniform. 


By September 1948 he had 


talked the Navs into giving him 
temporary duty as an instructor 
at the Naval Academy. This 
w.is progress, but he was still 
on the retired list. 


Rosenberg asked for active 


status again. 


"Not a eliance," he was told. 


"It would take an act of Con- 
gross."
